Bills to declare the sale of 
gasoline and lubricating oil 
a public utility and to place 
a graduated tax on the pro- 
duction of crude petroleum 
were introduced at the spe- 
cial oil session of the Texas 
legislature today. 


Representative J. F. Donnell of 


Hillsboro offered the bill to declare 
operating 
of 
filling 
stations 
a 


public 
utility. 
The 
bill would 


place the marketing end of the oil 
industry under supervision of the 
Texas railroad commission, present 
administrators of oil and gas con- 
servation laws. 


The retail price of gasoline also 


would be fixed under the bill at 
not to exceed two and one-fifths 
cents for each 20 cents or fraction 
thereof of the price paid for a bar- 
rel of oil by companies producing 
and processing crude petroleum. 


The price of the oil would be 


determined both by the average 
posted price and the price actual- 
ly paid. 


Donnell stated the bill was nec- 


essary to prevent the consuming 
•public from" being"* forced to pay 
exorbitant 
prices 
for petroleum 


products in comparison with crude 
oil prices. 


The bill to levy a graduated tax]

negroes, convicted 
of assaulting: 


two girls, that they had not had a 
fair trial. The decision by Justice 
Sutherland reviewed in detail the 
charges and the grounds on which 
the appeal was taken. He said it 
was necessary in deciding the case 
to consider only whether this in- 
fringed the due process clause of 
the fourteenth amendment. 


Justice Sutherland said that the 


men from the time of their ar- 
raignment to

trial had been substantially denied 
counsel at a time such representa- 
tion was of vital importance in 
properly preserving the rights of 
the defendants.

The three left East Boston air- 


port and headed for the North 
Easton estate of the Ames family. 


Pilots at the airport said Ames' 


monoplane executed a number of 
stunts aa it loft the port. 
The 


Skyways official narrowly avoid- 
ed a plane in' the air and then 
swooped under another plane as 
he dove he came so low that 
spectators scattered, airport work- 
ers said. 


As the Ames* plane neared Ran- 


dolph it twisted, jerked and rolled 
through the sky in a number of 
difficult maneuvers, according to 
spectators. 


Fred Lakewltz of Holbrook, him- 


self an aviator and first to ap- 
prise the airport of the accident, 
described the crash.

ported her funnel swept. away, and 
four holds filling. 


The United Fruit liner Ariguanl 


out of Kingston Immediately chang- 
ed her course and made the posi- 
tion given by the Phemius, but 
found no trace of the distressed 
craft. 
The Ariguanl said the Phemius 


gave her the position 14.12 north 
latitude and 70.19 west longitude, 
but that poor visibility and high 
seas prevented any sight of the 
ship. 
Meanwhile the Ariguanl 


was standing by with the barom- 
eter down to 29.75. 


The Phemius Is ownsd by the 
Ocean Steamship Company of Liv- 
erpool. 
Built in 1921 she has 
a 


gross tonnage 
of 7,615 with a 


length of 459 feet and a beam of 
56 feet. 
It was rot immediately 


ascertained how many persons she 
carried, but such vessels -usually 
have between 25 and 40 in the 
crew. 
The Phemius touched 
at 


Savannah recently and it was said 
the crew was half white and half 
Chinese. 


Centers Near Swan Island. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
7.—(IP)— 
The Caribbean sea's latest tropical 
disturbance was reported today by 
the weather bureau to be center- 
ed about 100 miles southeast 
of 
Swan Island, a small strip of land 
lying .-just north of Honduras. 
With winds of hurricane inten- 
sity at its center, the disturbance 
was moving northwestward and 
apparently had passed bv the Cen- 
tral American countries without 
endangering them, although winds 
of 30 miles an hour were reported 
along the coast of Honduras. 
Forecasters said the action of 


the disturbance was not clear cut 
yet and they were unable to de- 
termine whether the blow would 
continue 
its northwesterly path 


or would turn to the north. 


While the disturbance was mov- 


ing at less than 10 miles an hour 
as reports jjvere received early to- 
day, observers expected this rate 
to Increase as the storm passes 
out of the lower tropics. 
August and September ordinarily 


are the months for the most dan- 
gerous hurricanes. Hurricane rec- 
ords show less damage from those 
occurring later and earlier.
